Toꝛd and Samour, 158 2, the 
Soldan Amurathe , Emperoz 
of Turkic, ſeing his aſfapzes 
to be in enyll oꝛder, percey- 
ning alſo the contrarietie of 
affections in his Subiectes, 
Al dyd now determine with bem⸗ 

ſelſe to winne the god will, 


and to be better beloved, and moze eft@emed of his then 


befoze , and alſo to be moꝛe redoubted, and had in grea⸗ 
ter eſtimation amongſt Straungers, and fozreine Natt- 
ons and Countries then euer, thought it neceſſarie and 
very requiſite, to make a great ſolemnitie in the Circum⸗ 
ciſing ol Soldan Mahumet his Sonne: and foz the better 
perfozming of his purpoſed determinatien, dyd ſummen

Now fo declare vnfo you , the place wherein ſundzie 


ſoꝛtes of Playes and Paſfimes were ſhowne , it was 


mernailous areaf and large, wherein was ereged great 
Theaters and Scaffolds of wadde, diſtinguiſhed and ſe⸗ 


perated info diners parts, as if they were Chambers ap⸗ 


pointed foꝛ euerie A:nbaſſadoz, places as well to banquet 


in, as alſofoz to beholde the Plaies and Paſtimes. A mu- 


rathe, was in the moſt fayꝛe and ritcheſt place of all the 
reſt, from whence he might thꝛough lattiſles, oz grates, 
ſee euerie dne, without being ſeene of any one. Behinde 
him was his other, his Mife, and his Siſler: and 
on the one fide of him was Sinan Baſſa » bis Lieuetenant 
generall, then the reſt of his Earles and noble men, on 
the other ſide was the Ambaſſado2s of the afoꝛeſapde 
Kings and Pꝛinces. In the middeſt of all theſe Theaters 
there was a fayze T yltpard, all open and diſcouerd, eighs 
keene hundꝛed paces long, and twelue hundzed paces 
bꝛoade, verie finelie paued : and in the ſame there was 
two moſt excellent and auncient Pyzamideſſes, the one 
of marble fowze ſquare, veric tunninglie made, and the 
fte of it to vpholde this Py2ainides , there was fowze 
great and wighty Pillers,fow2e ſquare, and round at the 
toppe, the i ton whereof doth ſhewe, that the Emo 
peroz Theodoſia, dpd canſe the ſame to be erected in that

N were verie methodically and ſumptuorſly ſet 

Nowe the daye of Cirtumcizion appꝛoching, which 
was the eighteene of Maic , in the ptere afozeſayde, A mu⸗ 


rathe and his Sonne, accompanied with Dukes and 


Earles , and many other Officers, together with many 
thouſands of people martched fw2th , with great tryumph 
out of his Caſtle , dyzc>lie vnto the place appointed, fo 
theſe Playes and paſtimes : and as they diſtended from 
bozſeback,there was ſhowne vnto them in the baſc Court 
of the Caſtle, thete bundzed ſtraunge Beaſſes , wade all 
of Sugar, verie diuerſelie diſpsſed and ingeniouſly ins 
uented , That done, the Sonne of Amurathe follc⸗ 
wed with great and moze bzauer frope of men then be- 


ſoꝛe, went towardes his Pot her: fo it is the cuſome

In the middle thereof , went the ſiue Pillers and Ima- 
ges aboue mentioned, layde, and loaden within the Chas 
riots. Now as Aimurathe paſſed round about this baſe 
Court, with an Army of men , beholde the Chariottes, 
began of thenrſelnes to runne round about, both backe- 
ward and foꝛe ward, in ſuch ſozt, that fo2 the tyme, of the 
great crie, and ſhÞte of all the people with idye, of claps 
ping of handes, with leaping , dauncing , and with Tas 
bo urs. and Trumpettes ſonnding , it rapſed ſuch a num⸗ 
ber, that all the whole Cittie dyd ſounde thereof: euerie 
man now might well knowe , what heapes , and compa⸗ 
nies of all ſo:tes of Nations, there were then in Conſtan- 
tinaple: but amongſt ſo great a multytade , there were 
kound fifteen? Turkiſhe fouldiozs , whereof ſome of them 
bare Sgeares 4 Jauelins, other ome kniucs, which thep 
hid m de kaſt vader their ſides, and in their hands: other-

this company hauing made the te wꝛes by the afozeſayd 
Parke, at the length areſfcd,and ſtapd in god oꝛder, euen 
in the middeſt thereof,ouer againſt Amurathe: and then 
you would haue ſayd,that the ritches, not only of C onſt an, 
rimople, but alſo of all the whole woꝛld, had beene bꝛought 


into that Parke, foz there ſhould you haue ſeene ſuch pꝛe⸗ 


cons ſtones, ſuch pearle, ſuch golde,ſuch purple, and ſuch 
thinges of value, that one would pꝛyſe, and pzapſe them 


farre aboue both gold and pearle.

balles, with a moſte ſtraunge and confuſed noyſe, en⸗ 
termixte with dauntes, and theyꝛ moſt hoꝛrible and diſ⸗ 
ſolute behauiours, foz they made mockes and mowes, 
and gyꝛned at as many as laughed at they2 follies , and 
they nener ceaſed to turne and tumble vppon both hand 
and fokfe , There was amongſte them one Spaniarde, 
who being ſeperated a lyttle a ſunder from — be⸗ 
Janne to leape and daunce, both his compaſſe and mea⸗

oꝛderlie wauing, and ſhaking of his handes , and with

left handes, and ſtaues in their right handes, like vnto the 


pale Pikes of arabia, foz the paſtime and ſpozte which 
they would make. 


But becauſe theſe bee. extraoꝛdinat ie ſights , J haue 
thought good fo wzite and diſcribe them ſomewhat 


moꝛe at length, Firſt of all, there were layde in the 
aboue named Parke , eyght beapes of Grauell , cf 
equall beight.and diſtaunce , ſoure on the one ſive, and 
foure on the other. In the midſt was a narrowe ſtraight 
wap, but well couered ouer with fine thinne ſandy Gras 
uell, of purpoſe : that ifany of them in running ſhoulde 
fall downe,their fal ould not hurt, noꝛ cndaunger them, 
by meanes of the ſoftnes of the Grauell: bpon thele bylls 
of Grauell, were faſtened ſtaues and poſtes, hauing foure 
on tho one ſide white, all round eee, 
foure alſo white, made cirkle wiſe and as a ſireſhouell, all 

made of Leather and Paper very p2operly. #@hey were

Souldiers clothed with the Armes and attire ot the Al- 
maignes in the one: and 30. of the Turkiſh fipg- in the 0- 
tber, which was garniſhed and decked vppe with many 
Engines and fine deuiſes of warre, - And foz ta beginne, 
the Almaignes which would firlt bee ſeenc,and haue as it 
were the vpper hand or all: ſent two of they? ſpyrs vnto 


the Turkes Campe, wherevnto when they were appꝛoa⸗ 


ched and come, they behelde and ſaw, to they; payne and 
greefe, what they were minded and determined fo to dw. 


Foz there was one of the two taken, andthe other ſaved 


bimſeife by ſwiftnes of foote, and he tolde vnto the A. 
maignes howe all thinges had paſſed. Howe when they 
vnderſtoode of the Turkes cuill meaning towardes them, 


they went thence away, fo conuay and byde themſe lues 


very vnozderly,about the Turkes holde, who beeing as it 
were amazed thercat, and troubled with theyz noiſe ma- 
king, went all of them out thereof, giuing a charge, ſet⸗ 
ting the Almaignes in a rowte oz company, and leading 
them fighting. enen vnto theyz Trenches, crying ouf 
with a lowde vopte, ſaping , that this ſhamefull flight 
of the Almargnes, had bꝛought vnto them a wozthy victo- 
rie: and as foz the Almaignes,thys rowte and companye 
nowe ſwelling in ſtomacke againſt them, they began to 
conſult and db{ermine of what was to be done, indging 
with themſelues, that it behoned them to aſſay,and pzoue 
all ofherwayes and meanes,befo2e-they came to warre, 
but yet in concluſion, they were refolued to giue the Tui ke 
a Battell: and ſo both the one and the other bering well 
furniſhed, went away in company. 

The Almaignes carred Pikes, Bucklers, and (wezds, 
but the Turkes couered themſelues all oner with theyz 
Bucklers, marching all a greate, and fayning that 
they were afrayde, and that they not fight at all, 

E. 4. which 
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which did fo encourage the Almaignes, that they thought 
verily to weary and ty2e the Tarkes ; „who beeing nowe 
well awakened , and firred vppe with this mockerye, 


gaue them a ſigne and token, laying handes vpon theyz 
weapons, and crying with a lowde voyce Alla, Alla, 


(which is as much to ſay, as God:) they made their p&- 


ces play: then they came vnto the battell, which was ſo 
ſharpe, that what of one ſide,and what of the other, they; 


number was not much vnlike : then was there againe a 
newe Com bat, and ſkirmiſh to reconer the bodyes, but 
that was ceaſed and ſfinfted by and by: The Almaignes 
nowe retyzed into theyꝛ owne quarters, whether alſo 
the Turkes appꝛoched, ſo that the ſkirmiſh began afreſh 
whereas the one part fought againſt the other verye 
ſharply,and a long time: in the ende, the Turkes con- 


trained the .71maignes fo ſane themſelues within their 


Caſtels, whereas they did beſtege them, fighting moſte 
furiouſly, and laying on luſtie loade againft the place, 
with all the power of they2 peeces. The Almaignes pet 


reſiſted them very bzauely, and withſtoode a great many . 


of they; aſlaultes, but at the laſt they were ouercome by 
the Turkes, who beganne to beate downe theyz Gates, 
to ſpople, and to kill as many as they founde hidden in a⸗ 
ny place, to thꝛuſt downe the other from the toppe of the 
Caſtel fo the bottome, to areſt them that fledde, and to 


bing them Captyues, with theyz handes faſt bounde be- 
hinde af their backes : this done, they ſette vp an En⸗ 


ſigne,o2 flagge vpon the toppe of all the Caftell , and in 


ſigne and token of victozy,they cauſed a great triumphe 


to be made, with Tabours and Trompets, beſides this 
there were bzonght into the fozeſayde Tyltparde, riii. 

other foztes, and holdes, which were not karre diſtant 
from the two Foꝛtreſles, and they peelded themlelues 


vppe vnto the victoztons, And beſides all this as happe- 


ned and chaunced at the Combattes , and in the taking

wiſe, bat in freendlie paſſing one by an other: by reaſon 


thoſe gentle Jouſters, which were conffrayned to retp2e : 
but the two laſt runners, being aſhamed thereof, at 
they: laſt Courſe, dpd ſo bopſterouſlie, and ſo fiercelie 


encounter eche other that they2 hoꝛzſſes were both kylled 


with the bzunt then giuen betweene them, and the two 
runners them ſelues verie greeuouſlie hurt there with. 
Then came befoze them one of the Mꝛaſtlers, a verie 
mightie, and a meruailous trong man, wezthy to be 
compared vnto that Milon ſo much extolled, and celeb2as 
ted at Crotone: 'fo2 p2zofe of his pꝛoweſſe, he Ipfted vp an 
high, a long pece of wadde, which twelue men could not 
ftpzre , no; remone from the ground, but with great 
paine,and with much adoo : then he toke the ſame vpen 
bis (hoalders, without holding the ſame with his hands: 
and afterward, being lapde downe flat vpcn the ground, 
and his ſhoulders, and thighes being fall tycd and bound, 
he toke vp and bare vppon his bꝛeaſt o2 ſtemacke,a great 
thicke ſtone, which tenne men had rowled awaye , and 
pet be made but a mocke and laughing Cocke of that bis 
loade. And pet beholde, a thing moꝛe merusilous then 
all theſe : fowze men dyd cleaue long peeces of wod vp⸗ 
pon his bellie . Mozeouer, with his teeth and his bandes, 


he dyd b2uſe, and bzcake in perces, a hoꝛſenayle of p2on, 


and with ſach fozce , that the one halfe Ctacke faſt in bis 


teeth, and of the reſt he made two pieces, in cche hand one:

whereof, all the whole wozld cried out amaine byron

and with th: blowes with bis fyſt,vpon the Conlter of a 
Ploagh, he bzake it quite in ſunder: and with his bars 
tongue he lycked the fame Coulter pat into the fpze all 
redde hatte: the ſame man alſo, with his terth alone, dyd 
ſaddle, bꝛidle, and harneſſe a hoꝛſe, and dyd diuerſe and 
many other moſt mernailous thinges : by reaſon where- 
of he gotte to himſelfe great gaines, and was bery much 
p:ailed,and cõmended of all men, bccauſe of his ſtrength, 
and foꝛce altogether ſo extraozdinarie and ſtraunge. But 
befoze J make an ende of the diſcoorſe of the afternone 
ſpoꝛtes, I haue conſidered with my ſelfe, that it ſhall not 
be any thing at all hurtfull to the Reader , if J ſpeake a 
woz2de oz two, of the dauncers oner the lyne : many of 
them there, hewed fozth bzaue p:ofes of they: ſkylles: 
hut there was one among all the reſt , which gained and 
gotte the garland from them all: and J knowe no man 
that was not wholie rauiſhed, to ſ&@ them runne ſo ſud- 
dainlie, with ſo god a grace, without ſtinting » and with 
lo valiaunt a boldneſſe. 

A tertapne Poet repozfeth i in one of bis Commedies 


and Stozies, that the ſimple and common people were 


in a muſe, at the beholding of one named. Quidam, which 
walked vp and dowrte vppon a Coade 02 Lyne: But if 
fv be that this Yoet had ſcene that as J ſpeake off, he 
would without doubt, haue bene dꝛiuen out of counte⸗ 
naunce: fo2 this fellowe wen! vp vpon the Lines, which 
were faſt tyed fo the rafters,and beames cf the houſe , as 
high as a man might well diſcerne , and with ſuch ſwift- 
neſſe ind nimbleneſſe, that a man would haue ſapd, that 
they had beene Ladders 02 Stayzes, and then be came 
downe againe verie boidlic, both backewardes, and arſc- 
wardes (as they ſape) and alſo fozeward, not hauing any 
 ofher (fave, 02 pꝛoppe, but a lyttle ſmall Caffe , oz ſticke, 
wherof be made him a counterpeiſe: one whyle he daun⸗ 
ted pon the — — and another _

tolth one alone: ſometime with tte cite, and ſometime. 
with the right: now ftarke naked, and ſtraight wales vis 
hoſe on: now claſping his legges abont the cozdes, with 
bis bead hanging downeward , and ſo turned himſelſe 
ro:n0 about, and then loicd his legges , caught bolde as 
game with his hands, and ſuipt vp vr on it: be flidde alſo 
mcruatlous right and bololy, from the top of allo the ves 
rie bottome of all, and that as I eſteeme the cheefeff, and 
pꝛintipalleſt ſpozt and paſtime of all is: at night fo:{oth, 
be tyen faſt to eche of his fete, ſire naked dzawne ſwozds, 
and continued his ſpoꝛt. with ſuch playing. and paſing as. 
waz of the tyme, and with ſuch clapping of bandes on all 
partes, ſo that if by chaunce any one of the lokers on, 
ought him any mallice oꝛ grudge,0z would haue wzonght 
bim any miſcheefe in his fleepe . be bimſelfe by his agilli⸗ 
tie and nimbleneſſe, would p2eſently haue awaked out of 
his leepe : by meanes whereof, by the common voice and 
trie, of both great and ſmall, at that ſolemne aſſemblie, he 
was called and named, the chæte and pzincipall maiſter 
of that craft oz occupation, - 
Pon baut now already ſeene (god gentle Reader) the 
royalty and great worthineſſe of the ſpoꝛts and paſtimes, 
of both befo2e and after dinner, verie groſely ginen t ſet 
downe befoze you; but in few woz2ves,4 of a verie trueth. 

Let vs nowe then conclude, ( if it pleaſe vou) and let 
vs deſcribe vnto vou, the ſightes which they made, and 
were to be ſeene in the night: and although that they 
were not much valyke vnto the day lpoꝛtes, yet J will in 
b:eefe declare them vnto you Pꝛeſentlie and immedi⸗ 
atlie after Sunne ſet, they theyꝛ Lampes, which 
were banged vp in the Tabernacle , and in the wheels 
made of Co2des: (whereof J haue ſpoken heeretofo2e) the 
which Lampes, turned verie round by art 4 cunning,and 
burned verte cleare, and lyght all the whole night. Poze⸗ 
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this oꝛder diſpoſed, they ſhotte off ſquibbes full of pouder, 
which made a meruailous noyſe and ſounde : and as they 


well appointed, with ſquibbes , and with pouder fo2 the

the number of thy2tie a pts oi Tozches,frourthe which, 
all the whole Theatre, receiued a moſt famous and cleare 


lyght , and bzightneſſe , Now theſe thinges being in 


fell vpon the ground, they ſpetfe out ſir oz ſeuen ſparkles, 
lyke vnto Starres, and verie pleaſaunt to beholde. 

Then after all this, they bzought in euerie day, dap by 
day into this Cloiſter. ſixe, eight, and at the moſt, ten Foz- 
treſſes, Towers, oʒ Sbippes, made of bands, couered p20- 
perlie with Paper, oz with fine linnen cloath. gylded, and 
verie ritch, and ſumptuous made, with diuerſe paintings 
and collours , and then they gaue fyꝛe bn'o them: they 
were made ſtrong, both within and without, and of all 


ſides, with ſhozt peeces,lyke vnto Mortiers , Which are a 
kinde of Artillerie of yzon,ſhozt,and hauing many ringes 


oꝛ cyꝛtles, onely bſed in Shippes fo2 naple ſhotte , being 


Cannons, without any lacke oz want thercf, And as (one 
as they put to fpꝛe, there pꝛeſentlie followes anoyſe lyke 
lyghtning and ſtraunge thunder. Theſe ſquibbes dyd 
fle about in the likeneſſe of Serpentes,and were powzed 
out round about the Theatre: and to make an ende of 
this bꝛute oꝛ noyſe, they had in theyꝛ company, the ſounds 
of Crumpettes and Tabozs . Theſe ſs fearefull noyſes 
were nothing at all pleaſaunt, but rather ſhewed, and be- 
tokened the aſſault,and taking of Conſtantinople , Furs 
thermoꝛe, vou ſhould haue ſcene the ſhapes,and figures of 
men, cloathed after the Per ſian, Italian, and Allemaigne 
faſhion : alſo the ſhapes and figures of Elephantes, Ca- 
melles, Dogges, Yozſſes, Aſſes, Wildefowle, and other 
Ipke creatures, all full of Cannon ſhotte and powder, vn⸗ 
to the which they put fy2e,and then they were all bzought 
to nothing,
